While a Winnipeg county judge is occupying the 
front page of the press of Canada with protestations 
in a week-long speech that the judiciary is i: 
danger, there needs no further proof that judges aro 
human beings. 

At this moment the Chief Justice of British 
Columbia, Hon. Aulay Macaulay Morrison—whom | 
wrongly described as a “descendant” of the celibate 
Lora Macaulay, when I should have said “a de- 
scendant of Macaulay's brilliant sister Lady Trev- 
alyan"—gave another example of this readiness to 
put justice above legal formalism. by receiving a 
delegation of labor agitators to explain why he had 
denied bail to one of their number. He showed them 
proofs that the accused had on previous occasions 
let his friends in for liability by jumping his bail 
When one of the delegation became insolent, he 
capped this demonstration of humanity by calling 
him “a damn liar” and ordering him out of the 
room. 

Knowing the former prowess of the Chief Justice 
on the football field, it would not have surprised 
me had he speeded the insolent one to the exit. 
Many people will find refreshing comfort in the 
knowledge that eminent and learned judges speak 
our language and react to insults exactly as we 
lesser mortals do. 


I've been plying my pencil round the criminal 
courts in the last few weeks when some cases of 
keen popular interest came to trial and find it in- 
teresting to study the reactions of judges and 
accused. 

There was a case of conspiracy and theft of 
documents before Mr. Justice Ives in the Supreme 
Court at Edmonton. Conspiracy is cne of the crimes 
for which the law imposes severe penalties. Feeling 
had been worked up to high pitch, both for and 
against the accused. 

When the evidence produced made it clear that 
a finding of guilt was inevitable, it was interesting 
to hear the forecasts of what the sentences would 
be. They ranged all the way from three months to 
three years. Mine was twelve months. When the 
sentences were given. the judge gave the leader of 
the trio one hour in prison and a fine of $100, and 
let the other two go on suspended sentence 

Ten seconds after the sentences were pro- 
nounced their wisdom was apparent. Sitting aloof 
as it were, holding the scales of iustice evenly be- 
tween the Crown and the defence, the judge on the 
bench got a clearer perspective oo the case than 
those who had let the friendship or prejudice sway 
their judgment. He saw it as a squabble between 
factions in which law had been violated, but 
no actual injury Mad been done. ile wasn't going 
to make martyrs of the accused, but compared their 
feuds to that of boys playing at being Indians.

A KNOWLEDGE OF “WATER CURE” IS 
VALUABLE 

An old Greek story tells of Tantalus who was 
punished by being placed in water which covered 
his shoulders, but, when he tried to get any to 
Grink, it always ran away from him. This is one of 
the most ancient legends about a person being 
treated with water, but the tale does not tell of 


any physical or moral good. If he had only been 
able to use a fruit juice fast at the same time, he 
might have been benefited, but the story goes or 
that the fruits which hung over his head were 
wafted away by the winds whenever the tried to

university, Montreal. } 

The proposition as set out by Geo. |

dent of California, carries plans for 
the erection of a $50,000 straw pulp!

“Red Beattie, Bruin centre-ice 
star of two years aco. came fully 
back into his own last night when 
his two great goals went far te- 
ward beating Les Canadiens 3 to 
2 in a sensational flashy and 
speedy clash that was jammed 
with fine plays and enough 
rough-house to satisfy the most 
exacting of the 13,000 customers. 

“Beattie put the Bruins ahead in 
the second period with a rare and 
recckless dash that piled him up 
in the goal-mouth. Then, with 
less than five minutes to go, he 
broke up a tie with one of-the nif- 
tiest sole that cracked the de- 
fence, ever to be witnessed at the 
Garden 

“The big moment (of the second 
Period) popped up with Tess than 
a minute to play, when Giroux 
tripped Beattie for a penaliy. On 
the face-off at quarter-ice, Beat- 
tie passed to Clapper and got a 
quick feed in return as he raced 
on in with Hainsworth coming 
out to break it up. As Beattie let 
co, they collided and went into 
a heap in the net with the puck 
ahead of them, to put the Bruins 
in the lead, 2- 

Beattie looked very good on 
the play. His care-be-hanged at- 
titude as he drove in desperately 
was marked by that determination 
that just wouldn't be denied. If 
ever a player deserved that count- 
er, Red certainly did 

“Morenz happened to be on the 
ice when Red Beattie got it in his 
head to score again. Picking up 
in centre-ice, he started on the 
leon, With his’ red locks flying 
back, he covered the ice like 
lightning. Racing straight for the 
defence, he lifted through, jumped 
sticks and came out clear on the 
good side, where he recovered as 
Hainsworth got set to rob him. 
But Red had fire in his eye and 
a great eye it was, for he picked 
the right spot as he crashed on 
and bulged the nettings as he pull- 
ed up short at the back-boards 
before he broke his neck. He got 
a creat hand and well deserved 
it.’ 


All of which would strike your 
observer as a swell evening's 
work for a player who seemed 
almost hopelessly ruined as far 
as big time hockey was concerned 
when he broke a leg a year ago 
last summer in a baseball game 
at Westlock 


Defeat of the Superiors by Hali- 
fax Wolverines last night should 
not be taken too seriously by their 
followers here, as coming off their 
recent European jaunt to bump 
right into a high-class team of im- 
ported stars is something that not 
even a super-amateur team could 
be asked to do with much hope of 
success. A few more days in 
Canada should make the Soops 
much more formidable.
